MAN IN HIS PRIME. 


Agra »t Wfcleh Be It at HI* Bwt M*a- 


tmily and Pkjnieal. 


The question has often been aakett. 


When to man in his piimet but, Jtor 
obvious reasons, a satisfactory answer 
has never been given. If "prime" *• 
taken, as the time when a man's intel-

Tests to determine when a 
a man,is at his best physically and 
mentally have recently been made ia 
London, and the results have caused 
a deal of astonishment to those -who 
believe man iSjirr his prime between 
tbe ages of forty And fifty. Tests of tie 
strength, mental and physical, of sev- 
eral thousand persons were made, and 
these are given as tte average figures 
for the white race; Tfce "lifting; pow- 
er1 of a youth of seventeen is 280 
pounds; in his twentieth year tuis in- 
creases to 320 pounds: and in thts 
thirtieth and thirty-first 
years it 


-reaches its height, 365 pounds. By 
the fortieth year it has decrea«^d eight 
pounds; and Miis diminution contin- 
ues at a. slightly increasing rate, uiu- 
tfl^the fiftieth year is reaeied,"irhea 
the figure ie 330 pounds. Mental sta- 
tistics were based on how much of * 
given page of a book could be mem- 
orized in a given sf ace of time. Th« 
tests were made in English Board 
schools, colleges and Oxford Univer- 
sity, it was found that youths' of 
eighteen to twenty were lar superior 
to men of thirty at this work. A con- 
test was arranged between students 
snd instructors at> Oxford, and the dona 
were left far behind by their younger 
competitors.

Bee Culture 


At tie MCL«?»B County Farmers' In- 


stitute, H. W, FanV, Normal, Hi. read 
a. paper, from •which we extract the fol- 
lowing: 


"How la it with you? Do jou take 


proper care of your bees, or are tliey 
somewhere along the fence'in the weeds, 
with dune-hill chickens roosting over 
them and mice burrowing under them 
and only receiving car* when 
they 


swarm or you want bone) for company? 
We hope none of those present keep 
bees in that may. That style of bee 
keeping belongs to the past, or ought 
to. I guess it did not pay, for on half of 
the old homesteads that I knew as a 
boy there was an ample supply of old 
bee tninu and boxes for most of the 
afore-mentioned mongrels to hatch their 
chicks in. 


"The generation before us worked 


hard and did tbe best they could accord- 
ing to their light. Ours is a more sci- 
entific age. We must use brains more, 
brawn and muscle have been supplanted 
by machines, to a large extent. Now in- 
telligence wins the day. We must pay 
attention to the minutest details, get- 
ting our living in ways that our fath- 
ers considered petty and trivial. Above 
a1! thing?, success in agriculture de- 
pends upon close attention to little 
things. Many of the duties of the bee 
keepers cannot be put off till it is con- 
venient Often & few days' delay causes 
the loss of a large part of the honey 


r crop

Of these tbere are 


various styles and each has its advo- 
cates. 
"It is always advisable to put starters 


of comb foundation or nice natural comb 
into these small boxes, thus securing 
nicer honey. Before the honey is mar- 
keted all the bee glue, or propolis, as it 
is called, should be carefully scraped 
off the boxes with a dull knife and the 
honey assorted, into two or more grades 
and caiefnlly packed into a case with 
g'ass on one side. Never put tbe beat 
and an Inferior article Jnto the samp 
case 
The better makes ttw off-grade 


seem poorer than it really is. Most of 
the honey on our local markets Ss put 
up in a slovenly manner and sold or 
traded for what the grocejs chooses to 
•pay. It injures the honey market and 
gives litUe profit to the grocer or the 
producer. Tear by year the margin be- 
tween the cost of production and the 
market price grows narrower, while at 
the same time the yield seems poorer 
In my experience of twenty-five years 
as a bee keeper th^re have not been a 
series of years as poor as the last five 
We hope for better crops and old-time 
prices. The question may occur to you, 
is your locality adapted to bee culture' 
A limited number of colonies can be 
kept profitably in most localities from 
Florida to Minnesota, or from New York 
to California.

son weighing 160 pounds at adult age 
has an average cranial circumference 
of twenty-one and five-eighths inches. 


"Examination of his head bears out 


the phrenological theory that the fac- 
ulty of religion, when largely devel- 
oped, is shown by cranial develop- 
ment The highest point of the head, 
at the center, is enormously devtt- 
oped. and the skull at that point is 
very thin, showing that the develop- 
ment is of brain, not of bone.
